Coming up with wrong answers 


Editor: 

An editorial in The West County Times of Jan. 
31 says that an answer is finally taking shape to 
the question of what to do about the Plaza. That 
question is susceptible to many answers, and as 
always, when confronted with things having to do 
with wise financial judgment, the five financially- 
challenged lightweights on the Redevelopment 
Agency always manage to come up with the 
wrong answer. 
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Remember Measure H with its lack of sunset 
clause, and provision for cost of living increases? 
Remember the utility tax that the city is still 
collecting which other jurisdictions have stopped 
since the Giardino decision? Remember the 
Target store that may never repay the money it 
cost the city to complete the project? Remember 
the storm drain repair money that was used 
instead to make open creeks of unsurpassed 
ugliness? 

In this situation, the Redevelopment Agency is 
committing itself to contributing up to $2.9 
million to this project, money it does not have. In 
fact, the city provides clerical services for the 
agency at about $200,000 per year, a debt that the 
agency is not retiring. The agency presently owes 
the city about a million dollars for these services 
and, the amount will continue to grow. In effect, 
the taxpayers are losing the benefit of whatever 
amount of increased benefits and services that $1 
million would buy. 

The only obvious way the agency can play in 
this high-stakes game is to borrow the money and 
pay the interest, further depriving the taxpayers of 
the benefit of the interest monies paid. 

The odor of rat becomes apparent when one 
considers the manner in which the information the 
agency claims to be using to select a developer 
was released. From 3 p.m. Friday to the meeting 
on the following Monday is insufficient time to 
read the data and compare the competing plans. 
Good manners and a decent regard for the citizen- 
taxpayers, who, it must be remembered, 
ultimately pay for things in the city, would have 
allowed for a delay of a few weeks for study. But 
then, agency members have repeatedly 
demonstrated a complete lack of both these 
virtues. This haste was obviously a planned tactic, 
as was Norman La Force’s capricious and 
arbitrary three-minute limit on comments from the 
public. “Put-up job” was written all over this 
decision. 

The agency members are following the dictates 
of their own agenda, an agenda not necessarily 
shared by all of the taxpayers, and not necessarily 
to their benefit. Agency members pushed this 
decision through in a manner to stifle any and all 
discussion. 

The plan proposed by Milton Bilak would have 
required no funding from the city, would have 
returned the most revenue, and would have 
brought the most foot traffic to the Plaza, a 
benefit to the merchants there who are hanging on 
by the skin of their teeth. It also would not require 
the pointless destruction of the Plaza buildings. 
By opting for the plan proposed by Wilton- 
Terranomics, the dark specter of bankruptcy will 
likely hover over City Hall. 

It is too bad that El Cerrito citizens are beset by 
a group who seem to claim god-like powers of 
judgment, yet have the fiscal acumen of spoiled 
six-year-olds.

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A new lease on life: transplant recepient 
shows appreciation through volunteer efforts 


Trinidad Diaz’s name was 
handed down to her from her 
great grandmother and 
grandmother. Known as Trini, 
Diaz is a quiet, unassuming, but 
very poised woman who is self- 
assured. It is obvious that she has 
been a leader all of her life, and is 
still in that position. 

Although there are many 
things in her life and in her 
nursing career that make her a 
person to be known and 
appreciated, there is one 
experience that stands out in her 
mind and in the story she tells of 
herself in that quiet, calm voice. 
That is the fact that Trini has had 
a liver transplant. And because of 
that rather incredible event, she 


received a donated organ. And all 
of them, she says, are much busier 
today than they were before the 
transplant. And most of them do a 
great deal of volunteer work. 
Trini certainly does a great deal 
of volunteer work, including, as 
noted, her speaking for the 
California Transplant Donor 
Network. Word gets around, she 
says, and people call to ask her 
questions. And she is always 
happy to talk with them about 
being an organ donor and how 
much it means. She adds, even if 
you cannot donate an organ, even 
if you are no longer young, there 
is always something that can be 
used; tissue, eyes, bone, many 
things that can be frozen and kept 


for the time they are needed. 
There is no time limit, she says. 

The liver is more difficult than 
some organs, Trini says. It has to 
be a certain size, and a certain 


has become a spokesperson for 
the California Transplant Donor 
Network, and a stout advocate of 
organ donating. 

There was no dramatic story 


behind her need for a liver 
transplant. She had felt ill for 
some time when she had an ulcer 
that ruptured. She needed several 
units of blood, and, obviously, 
one of more of them was 
contaminated. It was after her 
1989 retirement that she was 
found to have cirrhosis of the 
liver, suffering frequent 
hemorrhages. She waited for 
seven months for a liver then “got 
a 35-year-old liver in a 72-year- 
old body.” She speaks softly of 
the family that gave her the 
needed organ. The donor was 
killed in a motorcycle accident. 

Says Trini, “It took me 1 1/2 
years to write a thank you letter,” 
and she adds, “Of course, I will 
never know who she was and they 
will never know who I am. That is 
always made clear.” But she adds, 
every year there is a reception for 
all the families in the district how 
have had a relative who has 


blood type. She feels very 
fortunate that there was one that 
fit her needs. She then talks about 
children, who can have a slice of a 
parent’s liver, so that the entire 
liver need not be removed. This, 
of course, is a tremendous move 
forward, and she feels that one 
day they will be able to do the 
same thing with adults, so that it 
will not be necessary to have an 
entire liver. And what that will do 
for the field! 

Trini also says having cirrhosis 
of the liver makes her 
immediately suspect in peoples’ 
minds. She must be a drinker, 
mustn’t she? No, she says. Her 
cirrhosis came as a result of 
contaminated blood. But it is hard 
to convince people. She says her 
recovery included complete 
abstinence of liquor or wine, 
although after about a year she 
was able to drink one glass of 
wine with her dinner.

The new Coconut Grove Supper Club in San Francisco has plenty to 
offer. Beautiful ambience, tasty dishes, exciting entertainment and af- 
fordable prices. Step into the Coconut Grove and the stimulation and fun 
begin. This 40’s style restaurant underwent an ownership change last 
year and is now under the guidance of Dariusz Wiatr and Gert Rausch. 

East Bay diners may remember Rausch from Oliveto’s Gourmet Pizza 
in Rockridge where he not only tossed a few pizzas, but his lively per- 
sonality was missed when he left to cross the bay. He is at home now, 
however. Born in Germany, don’t let the pizza fool you. He apprenticed 
in 4-star hotels, has worked in hotels and restaurants in France, Italy, 
Canada and the United States, and is co-owner of Hudson’s in Austin, 
Texas, as well as receiving numerous features and awards. This only 
scratches the surface of his accomplishments.

program include; Checks that do 
not show payee, date, amount or 
signature, and checks which are 
not imprinted; checks that were 
pre- or post-dated, or where 
there was an agreement to hold 
the check; checks where the 
identity of the maker can not be 
established; checks not written 
or passed within Contra Costa 
county; checks involving an 
extension or credit; checks over 
six months old; two-party 
checks, government checks, or 
employee payroll checks; rent 
checks where there is a civil 
dispute; and stop payment 
checks for which there was 
sufficient funds at the time of 
issuance. 


If a demand letter allowing a 
minimum 10 day grace period to 
pay off the check has been 
ignored or returned, local 
businesses may obtain a Bad 
Check Complaint Form from the 
E] Cerrito Chamber of 
Commerce office, 10848 San 
Pablo Ave. 


The completed complaint 
form, together with the original 
check, any bank notices and 
returned mail, should be sent to 
the district attorney at P.O. Box 
839, El Cerrito, 94530. 


The program staff will then 
investigate the check writer and 
the circumstances of the case. If 
they succeed in getting 
restitution, the complaining 
business will get a check from 
the district attorney’s office 
within two months covering the 
face amount of the bad check 
plus any bank charges itemized 
on the complaint form. 


Obituaries 


JAMES JEROME PARSONS 


Emeritus Professor of Geography 
at the University of California 

Died of a brain tumor at home in Berkeley, 

February 19, 1997. He was 81. Survived by 
his wife of 54 years, Betty; son David; 

daughter Sally Stewart; and 3 grandchil- 

dren: Parker Parsons, Alec and Sara Stew- 

art His son John preceded him in death. 

Jim was born in Cortland, NY and gradu- 
ated from high school in Monrovia, CA. He 
graduated in 1937 from the University of 
California where he later received an MA 
and Ph.D. (1948) in geography. He served 
in the US Army from 1941 to 1945, including 
a stint in the South Pacific. Dr. Parsons 
joined the faculty at Berkeley in 1948 and 
served as chairman of the Geography 
Department for 11 years. He also served as 
chairman of the Center for Latin American 
Studies. He was a highly esteemed field 
geographer who spent much time in Latin 
America, Spain, the Canary Islands, the 
Caribbean, and the Western United States. 
His honors include the Berkeley Citation, a 
Guggenheim Fellow in Spain, the American 
Geographical Society's David Livingstone 
Medal, the Gold Medal of Antioguia 
(Colombia), and the Pedro Justo Barrio 
Medal from Colombia. He was a member of 
AAAS, Assoc. of American Geographers 
(president 1974-75), American Geographi- 

cal Society, Assoc. of Pacific Coast Geog- 
raphers (president 1952), Conference of 
Latin Americanist Geographers and the Cal- 
ifornia Geographical Society. Professor 
Parsons was a prolific writer, authoring 5 
books and well over 100 articles in a wide 
variety of scientific and popular journals. His 
writing included topics such as acorns, star- 
lings, turtles, tropical grasses, pine savan- 
nas, flowers, colonization, ridged fields, and 
letters on hillsides. He supervised 38 Ph.D. 
dissertations. His office door was always 
open to faculty, students, staff, and friends 
who adored his generosity, keen intellect, 
and enthusiasm for life and learning. Jim 
loved to travel and was a dedicated Cal 
sports fan who followed the Bears for over 
50 years. The family suggests contributions 
be made to the James J, Parsons Alumni 
Scholarship for Field Research in Geog- 
raphy, California Alumni Association, Alumni 
House, UC Berkeley, Berkeley, CA 
94720-7520. A celebration of his life will be 
scheduled later this year.

proposed 170 units; 200 units were included in the 
1994 Environmental Impact Report on the plaza. Now, 
only undefined footprints are included in the site plan.) 

A parking garage structure would be constructed, but 
surface parking would also be utilized — in several small 
areas rather than in one large mass. Conventional street 
parking would also be a part of the mix. 

“They defined streets coming into what would be 
something of a town center, with retail and housing lining 
it,” said Redevelopment Agency Chair Mae Ritz. 

“Tt looks good to me,” she said. “The surface parking 
is divided up into several areas within the plaza where you 
can park. ...It’s giving us more of a city feel; it’s not just 
a level piece of ground with lots of stuff on it.” 

“It’s like a plaza in the true sense of the word,” said 
RAC Chair John Baker. “It’s a concept that has worked 
well in places like Sonoma and Healdsburg, a plaza area 
that provides a focal point for the community. 

“This will create a downtown focus for El Cerrito.” 

At the same time, agency board members have consis- 
tently said that the site plans presented by developers are 
flexible and will by necessity change over time. They set 
willingness to work with the community (including a 
good track record in doing that), responsiveness to South 
Gateway Development Area planning concepts and fi- 
nancial wherewithal as the highest priorities in choosing 
a development team. 

Mayor Norma Jellison, for example, said several times 
in public meetings that she was looking at the site plans 
as a demonstration of some of those qualities. Any specif- 
ics, she said, would change. 

As Community Development Manager Gerry Raycraft 
sees it, the site plan originally turned in was “‘to some 
extent a tool used to measure the developer’ s responsive- 
ness to the South Gateway concept plan. 

“At this point, it’s another piece of the overall puzzle,” 
he said. “Community input, the RAC input we got Mon- 
day night, the concept plan, market conditions, they’ re all 
part of the puzzle. 

“All those things get stirred into the mix, and hope- 
fully, we’ll be able to produce something that takes 
everything into account.”

plained that, as a result of Rule 20a, the city currently 
has $566,000 available to underground utilities. The 
city can also use next year’s allocation of $110,000, as 
well as those for three years beyond that to pursue such 
a project. 

While homeowners will pay nothing for the 
undergrounding itself, they will have to pay to have the 
new utilities connected to their homes. In some cases, 
such as when a new service panel has to be installed, the 
cost could reach as high as $1,500, Ekern said. The 
benefits will be primarily aesthetic, although in the case 
of Marin Avenue, they would also have allowed trees in 
the area to grow unfettered to their full height. 

As the council discussion of the issue began, Baker 
pointed out that, in 1988, there was a good deal of 
homeowner interest in undergrounding utilities on Peralta 
Avenue. Attempting to interrupt her, Traffic and Safety 
Commission Chair Evan Flavell called for a point of 
order but was not allowed to speak.

Memorial Park or placing portable classrooms on 
Cougar Field. 

McManus said the group is “putting together a draft 
proposal containing options for each of those sites. If the 
task force accepts those, we’ll then move into the phase 
of having some design work done and then some cost- 
ing.”

Raycraft hopes the Saturday session will produce 
“some ideas the architect and development team can take 
and incorporate with market conditions in order to come 
up with a site plan that responds to both those conditions 
and, to every extent possible, to the community’s desires. 

“We're excited about the level of interest and recep- 
tivity shown by the developer,” he said. 

Agency boardmember Jane Bartke agreed. She said 
team members were “on the phone the next morning” 
after Wilton-Terranomics was chosen, talking with plaza 
tenants about the plan and obtaining their input.

“We picked the right developer,” she said.

Earlier this week, he placed Saturday’s meeting into 
the larger development context. 

“This is part of the input phase,” he said. “The RAC 
meeting (Monday) night, the community meeting Satur- 
day, the agency board meeting Monday, these are all 
input meetings designed to gather community input, 
ideas, issues and concerns. 

“Those will be taken back by our partners in this 
venture, the developer and his architects, who will begin 
to work up something more concrete with respect toa site 
plan. That will come back again on a formal level to the 
Redevelopment Agency.” 

He expected that formal presentation to take place 
March 17. 

When asked if things are moving rather quickly, 
Raycraft responded, “Ultimately, the council has said, 
we've done a lot of community planning, we’ve held 
workshops, we’ ve tried to respond. Now it’s time to move 
ahead. 

“...You have to remember that this community plan- 
ning process began in late 1995 when the UC Berkeley 
graduate class in urban planning did a study on the plaza 
and showed slides (in a report to the council). It’s inter- 
esting that many of their goals and conclusions were 
reflected in the concept plan developed in the South 
Gateway planning process. 

“We think those goals and concepts evolved through

Plus, he’s a mensch who loves 
his estranged daughter Kate (Laura 
Linney), a prosecutor still resentful 
of having been the “only kid on 
Show and Tell to talk about visiting 
day.” Above all, he’s courageous 
(he'll stay and fight the President 
and his gang instead of running) 
and honorable (he berates himself 
for having done nothing to try to 
save the murdered woman). Okay, 
Clint—enough overkill. 

Absolute Power avoids the 
genre’s usual reliance on car chases 
and explosions; even its killings 
have no more than the barest essen- 
tial amount of blood. Instead, there’s 
plenty of wit. A scene in which the 
President and his Chief of Staff 
dance together in the White House, 
laughing and seemingly enjoying 
themselves while actually discuss- 
ing the grim reality that they may 
soon both be found out, should be- 
come a classic. 

The film, adapted by William 
Goldman (Butch Cassidy, All the 
President's Men) {rom the novel by 
David Baldacci, plays onthe Ameri- 

can distrust of politicians and admi- 
ration for outlaw loners. Revenge 
as a motive is a central theme and-

Like other Eastwood films, Ab- 
solute Power is dark and brooding.

This Weekend: 
Klezmer and 
Jewish Fests

The first week of March marks 
the date for two exciting events 
devoted to Jewish music: the Jew- 
ish Music Festival, sponsored by 
the Berkeley Richmond Jewish 
Community Center, and the 
Klezmerfest, a benefit concert and 
dance presented by the Kehilla 
Synagogue Homeless Action Com- 
mittee. 

Coordinating their activities, the 
Twelfth Annual Jewish Music Fes- 
tival takes place Sunday, March 2 
through Thursday, March 6, ending 
with a final concert on Sunday, 
March 9. Though some events will 
be held at the BRJCC, located at 
1414 Walnut Street in Berkeley, 
others will occur at a variety of 
venues around Berkeley. The 
Klezmerfest takes place Saturday, 
March 8, 7:30pm, at the Oakland 
Masonic Temple, 3903 Broadway 
(at 40th). 

Klezmerfest’97 is the main fund- 
raiser for a series of programs that 
provide direct services, such as 
housing, job training, and childcare 
for homeless and formerly home- 
less persons. Now inits fourth year, 
this popular event offers the oppor- 
tunity to not only hear some of the 
finest Klezmer music available, it 
also offers the chance to dance, 
with instruction provided by Erik 
Bendix.

Shakespeare’s Macbeth, di- 
rected by Tony Taccone, at Ber- 
keley Repertory Theatre 
through April 4.

Tony Taccone’s production of 
Macbeth has the modern attention 
span in mind. Pared to two and one- 
quarter hours, including intermission, 
it still squeezes in all the greatest hits 
of a play as well known and often 
quoted as any in the language. 

The streamlining increases the 
impact of a tale that is already brutal. 
Much of the play’s impact comes not 
from what the Macbeths do-i.e., start 
killing nearly indiscriminately-but 
how easily they fall into it. These 
early scenes seemed to speed by, so 
that before you could take a breath, 
the murder had been predicted, 
planned and carried out. 

The first chance to breathe, to get 
away from the Macbeths, comes in 
the scene with the gatekeeper, who 
takes forever to wake up and respond 
to knocks at the gate. Taccone had 
Charles Dean play the scene at a 
crawl, underscoring the contrast, and 
making it a welcome break. The rest 
of the evening too was marked by this 
attention pacing. 

The impact was increased by the 
unusual skill of its Macbeth, Carl 
Lumbly, in making the language com- 
prehensible. It’s no secret that 
Shakespeare’s language continues to

drift away from ours. Except in the 
speeches and passages the playgoer 
has more or less memorized, a good 
percentage of every speech is gibber- 
ish. Nearly every sentence drifts in 
and out of comprehensibility. Lumbly 
seemed to split up speeches into ex- 
pressible units and delivered them 
with a care that almost seemed his 
main focus. It was very welcome. 

Less successful at this was Lisa 
Wolpe as Lady Macbeth, though 
Wolpe was otherwise quite charis- 
matic in the role. Her various invoca- 
tions to evil were spooky and effec- 
tive. 

The production makes the play a 
generational dispute. With Duncan a 
silver-haired, portly, and civilized 
king, and Macbeth a fire-breathing 
young warrior, it seems natural that 
Macbeth would think of displacing 
Duncan sooner or later. Joe Vincent 
is a grand, leonine Duncan, an effect 
aided by his embroidered velvet coat. 

The setting is transferred to an 
eclecticneverland located somewhere 
between Egypt and India. The cos- 
tumes by Gabriel Berry combine ele- 
ments of Asian courtly dress with 
parts of World War II-era field uni- 
forms. Macbeth in full armor com- 
bined Persian and Japanese touches, 
withno modem elements, and looked 
good. 

Poor Macduff (David Drummond) 
had a sort of medieval tunic over 
which was draped a khaki coat slit 
vertically into narrow panels. This

was the least successful; when 
Drummond leans over at the news of 
his family’s murder, he looks like a 
couch with a loose slipcover. But in 
general, the minimalist production 
was beautiful to look at. 

The two settings-basically inte- 
rior and exterior-were featureless: no 
stage furnishings whatsoever in most 
of the interior scenes, and no pretense 
that the exteriors are taking place in 
nature. Yet the visual effect was nearly 
always pleasing. 

The interior setting has muted wall 
paintings like an Egyptian tomb. The 
backdrop for the exteriors was a wall 
of metal plates like a battleship. The 
sets are by Christopher Barreca. 

The credits list both a composer 
(Larry Delinger) and sound designer 
(Stephen LeGrand). However the re- 
sponsibility is shared, the production 
integrated sound to a degree that ap- 
proached the operatic. For instance, 
the major soliloquies are accompa- 
nied by a variety of low-pitched 
rhythms, some like martial drum 
beats, others like an eery throbbing. 
The effect is the same as a Verdian 
ostinato; you expect Lady Macbeth 
to start singing. 

Many scenes were introduced or 
punctuated by soundeffects, some as 
simple as rhythmic clapping by those 
onstage. And in many scenes, the use 
of sound was a major part of the 
scene’s impact. 

Some things were less successful. 
Except for the actors already men- 
tioned, the cast seemed too young- 
more a matter of acting style than of 
actual age (though some scenes had 
the air of a college production). 
Drummond, for instance, though old 
enough tobe the family-man Macduff 
of the script, seemed to be mimicking 
the movements and speech patterns 
of an older man. Several others had a 
tinge of this too. 

The witches were handled with 
wonderful creativity. They were a 
shifting cast of four or five men and 
women. Sometimes those on stage 
weren ‘tactually producing the words. 
In their final scene, they all spoke at 
once, producing the standard voice of 
space aliens in movies. Unfortunately, 
not a word of this scene could be 
understood. It didn’t matter. If you 
don’t know about Bimam wood, you 
cut too many classes in high school. 

Macbeth is performed at 8 p.m. 
Tuesday to Friday, at 2 p.m. and 7 
p-m. Sunday, through April 4. There 
are extra matinees at 2 p.m. on three 
Saturdays (March 1, 8 and 22) and 
three Thursdays (today, March 13 
and 27).There are post-show discus- 
sions March 13 and 28, April | and 4. 
The Berkeley Repertory is at 2025 
Addison St. Tickets are $30 to $39, 
with some discounts.

What do you get when you com- 
bine soulful Gospel singing with 
a heart-rending Greek tragedy? 
An evening of tears, joy and, ulti- 
mately, catharsis, that’s what. The 
event in question, The Gospel at 
Colonus, is taking place this week 
(through March 2) at Zellerbach 
Playhouse, with performances to-+ 
night through Saturday at 8 p.m. 
and matinees at 2 p.m. Saturday 
and 3 p.m. Sunday. 

Writer/director Lee Breuer con- 
ceived the play in 1981. As 
founder of the Mabou Mines, an 
avant-garde theater ensemble 
based in New York, Breuer was 
familiar with theatrical experi- 
mentation. After being 
workshopped in France and En- 
gland, The Gospel at Colonus 
opened at the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music in 1983. Since that time 
it has been seen on Broadway and 
has toured the U.S. extensively. It 
has won numerous awards includ- 
ing an Obie for outstanding musi- 
cal in 1984. 

In creating this work Breuer 
took Sophocles’ final drama, Oe- 
dipus at Colonus, added some 
portions of Antigone and Oedipus 
Rex (two earlier Sophocles trag- 
edies), and wove it into the con- 
text of a sermon delivered in an 
African-American Pentecostal 
church. The presentation is, of

Book Beat: 

A compelling 
history of 
tourism 


Grand Tours and Cook’s 
Tours: A History of Leisure 
Travel, 1750 to 1915, by Lynne 
Withey, William Morrow and 
Company, 344 pp. plus index 
and black-and-white plates, $30.

If you want to show a visitor a 
special time, don’t offer the Cook’s 
Tour. Instead, draw inspiration from 
César Ritz, the Swiss hotelier who 
set new standards for travel luxury 
and service and lent “ritzy” to the 
world’s vocabulary. 

In her new history of leisure 
travel Lynne Withey, who earned a 
Ph.D. in history from UC Berkeley 
and now serves as associate direc- 
tor of the UC Press, not only intro- 
duces the man who first put on the 
Ritz; she also explains that Cook’s 
Tours were actually budget tours. 
As the world’s first travel agent, 
Thomas Cook graduated from or- 
ganizing short hauls to temperance 
rallies around the English Midlands 
to offering excursions for working 
class travelers to London’s Great 
Exhibition at the Crystal Palace. 
“Railway traveling is traveling for 
the millions,” he declared en route 
to building a worldwide organiza- 
tion. Forty years after those early 
temperance excursions, Cook 
opened an office in Bombay and 
promptly began low-cost, 120-mile 
jaunts for middle-class Indians be- 
tween Bombay and Poona. 

“Relatively few people under- 
took long journeys for recreation 
before the eighteenth century,” 
Withey explains in the preface to 
this splendid history. For her study 
she distinguishes travel from the 
broader category of vacation trips 
(seaside outings and such) to fol- 
low her interest in “recording how 
travelers responded to cultures quite 
different from their own.” 

In the eighteenth century, early 
Icisure travelers were mainly young 
British gentlemen sent on tour to 
enhance their education and social 
graces. They followed a more or 

less set route (the Grand Tour) 
through the Continent, presenting 
themselves to court and society in 
the prescribed fashion. Most travel 
accounts until the middle of the 
nineteenth century are British. Quite 
simply, more British had the money

Mlotek’s lecture-recital, “From the 
Music of the Yiddish Stage to the 
Klezmer Revival,” will offer an his- 
torical overview of the origins of the 
Yiddish theatre in Europe and 
America, providing musicalexamples 
with the assistance of Sylvie Braitman, 
mezzo-soprano, and Daniel Hoffman, 
violinist. It will show the influences, 
including that of European operetta, 
on Yiddish music and, in turn, the 
influence Yiddish music had on Tin 
Pan Alley and American popular 
songs. The lecture-recital will con- 
clude with a look at the worldwide 
revival of Klezmer music from East- 
ern Europe. That soulful, captivating 
dance music could be heard recently 
in ACT’s production of Schlemiel the 
First, for which Zalmen Mlotek did 
the musical arrangements. 

Mlotek received his MFA in or- 
chestral conducting and opera stud- 
ies from the State University of New 
York at Purchase. He did post-gradu- 
ate work at the Juilliard School and 
the New England Conservatory, and 
studied at Tanglewood under the late 
Leonard Bernstein. He has given 
master classes in Yiddish music at 
Columbia University, Hebrew Union 
College and KlezKamp, and per- 
formed at festivals in Amsterdam, 
Paris, Cracow, and Berlin. Mlotek is 
currently on the faculty of Yeshiva 
University.

course, mostly musical, with a 
hand-clapping, toe-tapping score 
composed by Bob Telson. The role 
of the classic Greek chorus is 
played by the Olivet Mass Choir 
of Oakland (in each city visited by 
the touring company, alocal choir 
participates), directed by Greg 
Hunter. Hunter also proves a sig- 
nificant talent in singing and danc- 
ing as well as conducting. 

The play’s single set by Alison 
Yerxa is bounded by a choir stall 
on risers to the left and a platform 
with a white grand piano on the 
right. Between them is a passage- 
way from which the musicians, 
under the direction of composer 
Telson, can be heard playing. 
More visible is the organist lo- 
cated far left at the edge of the 
wings. The backdrop is a magical 
cyclorama depicting a landscape- 
-almost lunar in its appearance-- 
that seems to be falling sideways 
beneath turbulent clouds and fan- 
tastic beings in flight. 

Additional production elements 
of note are the costumes, origi- 
nally designed by Gretta Hynd, 
which combine elements of clas- 
sical Greek drapings and head 
adornments with African fabrics 
and styles. The lighting, originally 
designed by Rick Paulsen, brings 
out the brilliance of colors in both 
costumes and set alike. 

Exceptional performances 
abound in this production, from 
the major characters down to the 
youngest choir member. Princi- 
pals in the cast include Emmy and 
Obie Award-winner Roscoe Lee 
Browne as The Messenger, 
Clarence Fountain and the Blind 
Boys of Alabama as Oedipus, 
Bernadine Mitchell and Shari A.

The production enjoys many 
musical highlights, not the least 
of which is the presence of the 
legendary Clarence Fountain and 
the Blind Boys of Alabama. The 
group was formed at Talledega, 
Alabama’s Institute for the Deaf 
and Blind, nearly 60 years ago, and 
the road to success has long and 
hard. But, despite tragedies and 
losses along the way, Fountain and 
partners persevered and within the 
last decade finally won the recogni- 
tion they so richly deserved. 

Word of advice: The ancient 
story of Oedipus bears rereading 
in any event, but it is particularly 
helpful as preparation for this 
show. Since much of the story 
unfolds through song, one runs 
the risk of missing key points. 
The double impact of the resolu- 
tion of Oedipus’ terrible fate com- 
bined with the building tension of 
the sermons finally reaches a cli- 
matic ending that brings peace 
and--dare I say it?--a happy end to 
a tragic story. 

If you love a good story, bril- 
liant music, great performers, or 
any of the above, hurry to get your 
tickets now before it’s too late.

Two more proposed BofA clo- 
sures caused pickets and protesters to 
come out last week in Oakland and 
San Francisco as the bank began to 
eliminate 120 branches it announce’ 
last December. 

Part of a worldwide reorganiza- 
tion, BofA is by no means the only 
lending institution attempting to make 
itself look good to investors. Yet, 
although mergers and competitive 
downsizing are common reasons for 
branch closures, truth is, the world is 
a much different place than that 
which spawned the sometimes con- 
temptuous phrase, “keeping banker’s 
hours.” 

These days banking can be done at 
any time of day or night. And our 
electronic age has made many of the 
services once available only from 
humans superfluous. The prolifera- 
tion of automated teller machines, 
telebanking and banking through the 
Internet have come into existence 
and altered the need for individual 
offices. One of the latest twists is the 
placement of small branch offices 
inside supermarkets and malls. 

On the other side, however, are 
those who insist that neighborhood 
bank branches are a necessity. In ad- 
dition to the more obvious benefit 
which derives from the convenience 
of having an account near where you 
live or work, banks and savings and 
loans contribute to a community’s 
economic infrastructure in many 
ways. 

Critics of closures point out that 
telebanking and Internet access are 
simply too complicated for many re- 
tired people and not available to any- 
one who doesn’t have a computer. 

“The Internet is not valid as other 
points of access,” said Alan Fisher, 
executive director of the California 
Reinvestment Committee (CRC) 
headquartered in San Francisco. 
“Banks say you can do banking with 
a PC and a modem and there’s no 
problem with service, people can log 
on. If they’re willing to give every- 
one in the community a computer 
that’s workable with a modem, then 
I'd agree.” 

Another question Fisher raises is, 
“Do mini-branches in supermarkets 
really answer the needs of people?” 
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closely follows and speaks up in fa- 
vor of lending institution compliance 
with the Community Reinvestment 
Act (CRA) of 1977. The CRA re- 
quires an institution to demonstrate 
compliance by detailing what they 
have done to make credit available in 
the communities where they do busi- 
ness. 

First Nationwide, soon to change 
its name to California Federal, has 
been on a buying binge and last year 
took over San Francisco Federal. Con- 
cerned that the new owner might cease 
the positive involvement San Fran- 
cisco Federal had made in housing 
development, the CRC recently 
signed an agreement with the new 
parent. 

The bank agreed it will, for ex- 
ample, continue lending on multi- 
family housing and make loans as 
small as $250,000 available. The bank 
will also increase its corporate grant 
making to nonprofit organizations in- 
volved with community or housing 
development. 

Fisher and other activists point 
out that lending institutions are an 
integral part of the economic fabric 
and vitality of a community. Closing 
a bank branch sends a subtle message 
to potential businesses and a very 
overt one to existing merchants that 
the area may not be a good place to do 
business. 

They note that bank buildings have 
but a single type of user until reno- 
vated. While vacant, these structures 
detract from the quality of the neigh- 
borhood and ground leases tend to 
spiral downward. 

As mergers gobble up large and 
small institutions and Wall Street 
takes a look ata lender’s bottom line, 
this sends the message that few is 
better and closures are good for busi- 
ness. 

Communities must respond to that 
by saying no. Lenders can no longer 
arbitrarily close their doors and walk 
away. The public has come to learn it 
isnotaone-way street. Disinvestment 
by lenders in urban centers should be 
fought and, as the Bernal Heights 
situation demonstrated, these doomed 
branches can turn around and be- 
come profitable.

Rates at 10-week low; 
ARMs at lowest in year 


On February 20 the Federal 
Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation’s (Freddie Mac) Pri- 
mary Mortgage Market Survey 
showed that the nationwide aver- 
age for the 30-year fixed rate mort- 
gage for the week fell 9 basis 
points from last week’s average 
of 7.65 percent to 7.56 percent, 
the lowest the 30-year fixed has 
averaged since December 6, 1996 
when it stood at 7.44 percent. 


The average start rate for the 
one-year Treasury-indexed adjust- 
able-rate mortgages (ARMs) fell 
7 basis points from last week’s 
average of 5.52 percent to 5.45 
percent, the lowest the rate has 
been since March 8, 1996 


This week’s average for 15- 
year fixed rate mortgages, a popu- 
lar option in the refinance market, 
is 7.06 percent, down 8 basis 
points from last week’s average 
of 7.14 percent.This is the lowest 
the 15-year fixed has averaged 
since Dec. 6, 1996, when it stood 
at 6.96 percent. 

“The Producer Price Index 
dipped while the Consumer Price 
Index rose by only one-tenth of 1 
percent in January,” said Freddie 
Mac Deputy Chief Economist 
Frank Nothaft. 

“This good news on the infla- 
tion front translates into lower 
interest rates this week. It should 
also be a good backdrop for con-

This year Freddie Mac cel- 
ebrate the 26th consecutive year 
of the Primary Mortgage Market 
Survey, having tracked mortgage 
interest rates since 1971. 


Freddie Mac is a stockholder- 
owned corporation chartered by 
Congress in 1970 to create a con- 
tinuous flow of funds to mortgage 
lenders. The organization supplies 
lenders with the money to make 
mortgages and then packages these 
mortgages into marketable secu- 
Tities. 

In this way Freddie Mac sus- 
tains a stable mortgage credit sys- 
tem and reduces the mortgage rates 
paid by homebuyers. Over the 
years, Freddie Mac has opened 
the doors for one in six 
homebuyers in America. 

On January 31 the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board pegged 
the 11th District Cost of Funds 
Index (COFI) for February pay- 
ments at 4.842 percent, up less 
than a single basis point from the 
4.835 percent that was in effect 
for January payments. 

The COFI is the index widely 
used by the savings and loan in- 
dustry for its adjustable rate mort- 
gages.

non-income properties is also de- 
ductible (limited on interest up to 
$1,000,000 of principal on purchas- 
ing the properties and $100,000 on 
refinancing over what was owed on 
the properties). For most taxpayers 
this is their greatest itemized tax 
deduction. That’s why owning your 
own home can be such a great tax 
savings. 

Allyour charitable contributions 
are also tax deductible. You can 
write off money, goods, or even 
out-of-pocket expenses for volun- 
teer charitable work (e.g. auto mile- 
age for charity at 12 cents per mile). 
Casualty and theft losses greater 
than 10 percent of your adjusted 
gross income can be deducted on 
Schedule A, as well. 

The final area of itemized de- 
ductions involve job expenses and 
other miscellaneous deductions. 
These would include employee 
business expenses (travel, business 
related meals and entertainment), 
tax preparation fees, IRA and other 
investment fees and expenses, mal- 
practice insurance, job hunting ex- 
penses, job supplies, uniforms, pro- 
tective clothing, telephone (if re- 
quired), home office, and even your 
safe deposit fees. You can deduct 
all of these expenses that that are 
greater than two percent of your 
adjusted gross income. 

One final point about taking the 
standard deduction. If you are filing 
separately from your spouse or you 
are a student who is claimed by 
your parents on their tax return, you 
may not be able to use the standard 
deduction.

identified it as a house that Morgan 
had designed for her mother in 1924. 
It had originally been located in the 
South Camrus area near U.C, Ber- 
keley, but had been purchased by a 
Berkeley professor in 1964 and 
moved to its present location. The 
owner also had a copy of an old 
photograph she had obtained from 
Morgan’s goddaughter Lynn Stone 
whose mother had been Morgan’s 
secretary for many years and had 
inherited many of Morgan’s origi- 
nal files. The photograph was 
marked at the bottom in Morgan’s 
handwriting as “Mother’s House.” 

From the old photo, and from old 
building-permits I was able to copy 
from BAHAs files, we were able to 
determine that the lower portion of 
the home’s exterior had been re- 
modeled at the time it was moved: a 
new basement and front and rear 
decks had been added. Part of the 
interior had also been remodeled, 
and the house now had a 1960s 
kitchen, with very unattractive cabi- 
nets and aluminum-framed sliding 
glass doors leading from the dining 
area to the back deck. 

The lot was also not a plus, there 
was no usable yard behind the rear 
deck because the canyon rose 
steeply upward at that point. Fi- 
nally, the home was on a busy street, 
where the noise of cars climbing up 
the canyon was quite noticeable. 
Fortunately, the living room and all 
four bedrooms upstairs still retained 
all their original features and con- 
siderable historic charm. 


Before I listed the house, I did a 
detailed market analysis for the 
owner, comparing all the Julia Mor- 
gan-designed homes that had sold

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in}Oakland and Berkeley within the 
past year. The owner wisely agreed 
that we should discount the list price 
to adjust for the approximate cost of 
restoring the kitchen and dining area 
to match the aesthetic quality of the 
rest of the house. We agreed on a 
list price of $349,500. 

As I expected, the first open 
house was swamped with both seri- 
ous buyers and people who were 
merely curious to see a Julia Mor- 
gan home, Several buyers expressed 
genuine interest in the house, but 
also voiced reservations about the 
1960s kitchen and the busy street. 
No offers came out of the first open 
house, nor were there any after the 
second. 

The third week of the listing I did 
not hold a public open house, but 
instead relied on a “by appointment 
only” ad with adrawing of the house 
by my artist wife, which Ihad placed 
in the “Distinguished Homes” sec- 
tion of the Sunday San Francisco 
Chronicle. This ad did two things 
that an open house ad could not. It 
allowed me to describe the home’s 
features in greater detail, and the 
drawing emphasized the most at- 
tractive features of the house that 
were not clearly visible in a photo- 
graph. 

I received more than a dozen 
calls from this display ad, which 
finally resulted in eight appoint- 
ments to see the house. Within a 
week of the date the ad ran, three 
buyers wrote offers on the house. 
The winning bid was from a young 
engineer who worked in Emeryville 
and livedina !920s apartment build- 
ing in San Francisco. His agent told 
me he offered full price for the 
house because he loved 1920s ar- 
chitecture, especially Julia 
Morgan’s work, and he was tired of 
commuting across the Bay. 

A few days after escrow opened,

We agreed and went home but 
I’ve been thinking about mind- 
fooling ever since. My memory 
was fooled in the case of the rug 
and it worked against me. But it 
can work the other way. 


Take staging a house, for ex- 
ample. Houses that give the im- 
pression of being clean and spare 
and stylish produce positive reac- 
tions in just about everyone who 
sees them. I’m no exception. 


I walk into a house that is 
freshly painted, windows clean, 
surfaces clear and I begin to like 
it. Feeling good, undistracted by 
possessions or obvious poor con- 
dition, it is possible for me to 
notice and enjoy the detail of the 
house, the views outside, the gar- 
den, the layout. 


My initial, cursory look at this 
house probably has not told me 


much about its internals, The roof 
may be leaking, the electricity and 
furnace in need of improvement, 
drainage severely lacking. These 
wait to be discovered in a more 
thorough inspection. 


But my first glance has caused 
me to feel fine about the house. 
And that is the important part. I 
haven’ t filed the house in my “for- 
get it forever” box or “needs work, 
not sure how much” category.

Interior decorating: the final 
frontier. While the entire home 
improvement industry shifted 
toward a do-it-yourself empha- 
sis, interior decorating re- 
mained the bastion of profes- 
sional consultants and high- 
anxiety decision making by 
homeowners.

Q. What role does a preliminary 
title report play in the real estate 
process? 

A. A preliminary report contains 
the conditions under which the title 
company will issye a particular type 
of title insurance policy. 

The preliminary report lists, in 
advance of purchase, title defects, 
liens and encumbrances which 
would be excluded from coverage 
if the requested title insurance policy 
were to be issued as of the date of 
the preliminary report. The report 
may then be reviewed and discussed 
by the parties to a real estate trans- 
action and their agents. 

Thus, a preliminary report pro- 
vides the opportunity to seek the 
removal of items referenced in the 
report which are objectionable to 
the buyer prior to purchase.

and before the buyer could com- 
plete all of his physical inspec- 
tions of the property, the Loma 
Prieta Earthquake struck the Bay 
Area. 

The next day, 
the buyer’s agent 
called to say her 
client’s apartment 
building was one of 
the ones that had 
been destroyed in 
the Marina District 
fires caused by the earthquake, 
and that he would need to extend 
the deadline to remove his physi- 
cal inspection contingency. 

She added that he was also go- 
ing to want a separate inspection 
by a seismic engineer. 


When I informed the seller of 
the buyer’s intentions, she ac- 
cepted my advice and took a 
proactive approach to the issue of 
earthquake safety. 

Rather than merely waiting for 
the buyer’s seismic inspection and 
then reacting to it, she got one of 
her own first. 


The first open house was swamped 
with ... people who were merely 
curious to see a Julia Morgan house. 


Herengineer’s report stated that 
the only damage to the house from 
the earthquake was a few “super- 
ficial cracks” in the foundation.

Crab grass is an annual, clump- 
ing grass that dies out in the winter 
and returns in the spring. the blades 
of grass are light green, wide, flat, 
and either smooth or hairy.

Crabgrass is not visible to the 
naked eye December through Feb- 
ruary. Crabgrass is the easiest to 
control when it is dormant with a 
pre-emergence crabgrass control. 


You can apply a control sepa- 
rately but it is usually combined 
with a lawn fertilizer. 

For actively growing crabgrass, 
their are liquid crabgrass controls 
that are applied June through Sep- 
tember. 

Bermuda Grass is present all 
year. The blades are a dull green, 
narrow, short and are attached to 
long wiry stems that root every 
couple of inches.

which was approved by just over 60 percent of Albany 
voters last November, provides the city with approxi- 
mately $465,000 per year to buy open space, restore 
creeks and purchase recreational playfields, with half 
going to the hill and 25 percent each for creeks and 
playfields. 

After conversations with four out of Albany’s five 
council members, it is clear that, in these early stages, no 
consensus exists on what course of action to pursue. 

“At this point it’s not clear to me what we must do,” 
Mayor Bob Good said last week. “We’re facing many 
questions and I don’t know what the answer is.” 

“The main thing is we have to look carefully at what’s 
available,” said Councilmember Peggy Thomsen, adding 
that property negotiations can be a fairly lengthy process. 
“I want the most for the least amount of money.” 

Councilmember Bruce Mast, who said at the last 
public meeting on the issue he would prefer to see no new 
houses on the hill, also seems to be searching for an ideal 
road to take. 

“With anything like this, there’s a balancing act 
between idealism and pragmatism,” Mast said, pointing 
to the hill as a haven for plants and animals which should 
be preserved. “We have already paved over so much land 
in the East Bay. I think that enough is enough.” 

“The question is, what do people want to do?” said 
Councilmember Jon Ely, who hopes to have a significant 
turnout at public discussions of the issue. 

The council held one, hour-long closed session last 
week prior to its regular meeting, and another on Monday 
because the first session did not prove long enough to 
answer council members questions. As mentioned above, 
the city appears to be along way from writing any checks. 

“We're nowhere near any specific proposals,” said 
City Attorney Robert Zweben. “Our goal at this point is 
to understand the alternatives in as specific a manner as 
possible.” 

So what are the alternatives in spending the approxi- 
mately $4.5 million available through Measure R over the 
next 20 years? Because the money may not prove to be 
enough to buy all the land on the hill, some picking and 
choosing will likely be done. 

Sitting between Jackson and Taft streets on the steep 
eastern slope of the hill, the benefit of purchasing the 
Landvest parcel would be primarily visual. While the 
property is currently home to patches of grass, dense 
shrubs, Eucalyptus trees and a few random wildflowers, 
development could be in the works if Burke is able to 
acquire a lot line adjustment which would bring the parcel 
into conformity with Measure K. 

Measure K, passed in 1994, sets a limit of between six 
and nine units per acre on the hill. According to Planning 
Manager Gary Patton, the 4-acre parcel is currently 
divided into 58 separate lots. Burke would like to reduce 
that number to 34, 

The city would rather merge the property into one 
four-acre lot, thus requiring any development to be re- 
viewed as a whole as opposed to on ahome by home basis. 

The lot merger, filed with the county clerk’s office, 
was appealed by Burke on Friday, The appeal will be 
reviewed by the Planning and Zoning Commission, then 
by the council. Burke’s next avenue, if the council denies 
the appeal, would be through legal action. 

The deal Burke proposed involves selling approxi- 
mately 2.2 acres at the bottom of the parcel for $400,000 
in exchange for allowing him to build 16 single family 
homes on the upper portion. Ifthe city wished to purchase 
the entire piece of property, the current asking price, 
Burke said, would be around $2 million, although he 
might be willing to “come off” that number. 

Also, although it has been widely reported that he 
acquired his option on the property for $750,000 last year, 
that number is incorrect, Burke said. He would not say 
how much the option is for. 

While no one, save a strong-legged hiker with a pair

This year’s goal setting session identified continued 
progress on the South Gateway/Plaza development pro- 
posal as our highest priority. We also identified the need 
to make a decision to move forward with or abandon the 
Del Norte Mixed Use/Theater project. The EIR (Environ- 
mental Impact Report) is expected in March and will 
enable us to make that decision. Another highest priority 
was assigned to the Del Norte Marketplace project. We 
hope to break ground this summer or early fall and see
